40. [TWICE- AMENDED] A method for diagnosing the presence of rheumatoid 
arthritis in a mammalian subject, including a human subject, the method 
comprising contacting a bodily fluid from the subject selected from the group 
consisting of whole blood, blood plasma, blood serum, saliva, mucus, synovial 
fluid, and cerebrospinal fluid, with inimunoglobulin heavy chain binding protein 
designated BiP(GRP78), and then ascertaming the presence or absence of anti-

44. [TWICE-AMENDED] A kit for diagnosing the presence of rheumatoid arthritis in 
a rnammalian subject, including a human subject, the kit comprising: 

an amount of an isolated inimunoglobulin heavy chain binding protein 
designated BiP(GRP78), disposed in a suitable container.
